Hon.  Patrick  A.  Collins, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Sir,  —  The  Trustees  of  the  Pauper  Institutions  of  Boston 
respectfully  present  herewith  their  report  for  the  financial 
year  ending  January  31,  1904. 

Organization.  —  This  department  has  remained  constituted 
as  previously  reported.  On  the  first  Thursday  in  May  the 
Board  organized  for  the  ensuing  year  by  the  election  of  Mrs. 
Alice  N.  Lincoln  as  Chairman  and  of  Mr.  Walter  Hunnewell 
as  Secretary. 

Service  of  the  Boston  Office.  —  The  office  force  has 
remained  as  constituted  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  work  is  arranged  with  a  view  to  the  closest  economy, 
and  only  one  clerk  and  one  stenographer  are  permanently 
employed  in  the  Boston  office,  and  two  clerks  in  the  office  at 
the  Long  Island  institution,  where  the  accounts  of  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Almshouse  and  Hospital,  and  also  of  the  Charlestown 
Almshouse,  are  kept. 

Organization  at  Long  Island.  —  On  July  1  of  last  year 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Boston  Almshouse  and  Hospital, 
Dr.  Arthur  S.  Hartwell,  resigned,  to  enter  private  practice, 
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having  three  months  previously  notified  the  Trustees  of  this 
intention.  Dr.  Hartwell  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Simon  F. 
Cox,  the  First  Medical  Officer  of  the  institution,  and  one 
who,  as  a  graduate  of  the  Long  Island  Hospital,  was 
familiar  with  the  institution  and  its  various  departments. 

It  seems  necessary  to  record  at  the  outset  of  this  report 
that  the  work  and  efficiency  of  the  Boston  Almshouse  and 
Hospital  has  been  seriously  interrupted  during  the  past  year 
by  .the  fact  that  for  the  space  of  more  than  two  months, 
namely,  from  June  18th  to  September  1st,  the  institution 
was  under  investigation  because  of  certain  charges  brought 
against  it  by  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Twenty-two  hearings  were  held,  and  two  reports  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  city  government  by  a  majority  and  minority 
of  the  Investigating  Committee,  which  was  composed  of  the 
members  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Institutions. 

Neither  of  these  reports  was  formally  accepted  by  the  City 
Council,  but  the  Trustees  have  carefully  considered  the  sug¬ 
gestions  and  recommendations  made  in  them. 

The  final  action  in  regard  to  these  reports  was  an  order, 
passed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  that  “  the  Mayor  be  re¬ 
quested  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  reorganize  the  Pauper 
Institutions’  Board  of  Trustees. v 

The  routine  work  at  Long  Island  is  progressing  along  the 
usual  lines.  The  most  important  new  work  undertaken  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  has  been  the  enlargement  and  completion  of  the 
operating-room,  which  is  now  in  accordance  with  the  modern 
interpretation  of  the  needs  of  surgery.  This  new  room,  which 
was  completed  during  the  administration  of  Dr.  A.  S.  Hart¬ 
well,  is  provided  with  a  metallic  ceiling  and  tile  floor,  the 
arrangements  for  daylight  and  artificial  light  are  very  satis¬ 
factory,  and  the  room  is  aseptic  in  its  conditions.  The  cost 
of  this  alteration  and  the  extention  of  the  room  was  $2,059, 
an  amount  which  includes  the  installation  of  entirely  new 
plumbing  of  the  most  approved  modern  type.  The  addi¬ 
tional  expense  of  needed  instruments  and  appliances  was  $480, 
and  for  this  moderate  amount,  expended  for  the  operating- 
room  and  its  furnishings,  the  hospital  is  more  thoroughly 
equipped  than  ever  before,  and  the  danger  from  the  operations 
which  must  be  performed  there  is  minimized 

Additional  work  which  has  been  completed  during  the 
year  is  the  erection  of  a  coal-shed,  a.  greatly  needed  improve¬ 
ment,  and  one  which  will  result  in  ultimate  saving  to  the 
city,  as  the  coal  can  be  stored  in  larger  quanties,  and  is  pro¬ 
tected  from  loss  by  wind  and  theft. 
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The  easterly  wharf  has  also  been  rebuilt  and  strengthened. 

A  new  dynamo  has  been  installed  in  the  power-house, 
whereby  the  efficiency  of  the  electric  plant  is  greatly 
increased. 

The  necessity  for  new  and  more  extensive  hospital  accom¬ 
modation  is  one  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  institution,  and 
has  been  repeatedly  called  to  the  attention  of  the  city  gov¬ 
ernment.  The  present  hospital  does  not  afford  sufficient 
accommodation  to  enable  the  physicians  to  observe  a  strict 
classification  of  the  patients,  and  it  is  therefore  necessary  to 
keep  cases  of  phthisis  and  specific  disease  in  the  general 
wards.  The  new  hospital  for  consumptives  cannot  receive 
all  the  patients  afflicted  with  that  disease,  and  also,  because 
of  want  of  space  in  the  general  wards,  many  feeble  and 
infirm  persons  are  of  necessity  discharged  from  the  hospital 
to  the  wards  of  the  Men’s  and  Women’s  Buildings,  when 
their  condition  would  warrant  a  longer  stay  in  the  hospital. 

The  policy  of  the  city,  which  in  this  department  has  been 
almost  without  exception  to  build  only  to  meet  present  needs, 
cannot  be  too  strongly  deprecated,  when  it  is  taken  into  con¬ 
sideration  that  the  numbers  of  the  dependent  poor  are  bound 
to  increase,  and  that  in  proportion  to  these  numbers  a  larger 
hospital  population  must  be  received  and  cared  for.  In  view 
of  the  immediate  needs  of  the  Boston  Almshouse  and  Hos¬ 
pital  a  generous  sum  of  money  is  requested  for  loans,  and 
the  various  items  are  enumerated  at  the  close  of  this  report, 
where  the  necessities  of  the  department  are  set  forth. 

Should  the  construction  of  a  new  hospital  building  be  un¬ 
dertaken,  it  would  seem  that  the  city  should  consider  not 
only  the  present  needs,  but  the  future  possibilities  of  the  insti¬ 
tution,  and  that  any  plans  prepared  now  should  form  part 
of  a  comprehensive  scheme  following  lines  upon  which  the 
work  could  develop  with  the  coming  years. 

One  of  the  matters  requiring  immediate  attention  is  the 
construction  of  a  new  morgue,  the  present  building  being 
entirely  inadequate  to  meet  the  demands  of  a  well-equipped 
hospital,  and  its  location  being  undesirable.  The  sum  of 
$1 0,000,  appropriated  for  the  erection  of  a  morgue,  is 
found  to  be  barely  sufficient  to  complete  such  a  struc¬ 
ture  as  is  desired.  The  request  made  by  the  Trustees 
was  for  the  sum  of  812,000,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  the  full  amount  was  not  appropriated.  During  the 
year  there  have  been  232  deaths,  and  as  many  of  the 
bodies  of  those  who  die  are  kept  awaiting  the  convenience  of 
friends  who  wish  to  send  for  them,  it  seems  of  much  impor- 
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tance  that  suitable  means  of  maintaining  the  morgue  at  a 
proper  temperature  should  be  secured.  The  present  mort¬ 
uary,  being  a  wooden  building,  varies  greatly  in  temperature 
during  the  year,  and  in  summer  it  is  impossible  to  reduce  the 
temperature  below  50  degrees.  Suitable  pathological  rooms 
should  adjoin  the  morgue,  and  the  building  should  be  erected 
at  a  greater  distauce  from  the  hospital,  or  where  it  will  be 
less  under  observation  by  hospital  patients,  and  from  the 
adjacent  buildings. 

Maintenance  Appropriation.  —  The  maintenance  appropria¬ 
tion  for  this  department  for  the  year  just  closed  was  $1 60,000. 
Of  this  amount  $128,500  was  appropriated  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Boston  Almshouse  and  Hospital.  The  actual  expense 
of  the  institution  has  exceeded  this  amount  by  $11,105.78. 
There  are  several  reasons  for  this  deficit.  First,  the  increase 
in  the  cost  of  coal,  due  to  the  coal  famine  of  a  year  ago  and  the 
high  prices  which  have  prevailed  since,  and  second,  a  change 
in  the  date  of  the  pay-roll,  necessitating  the  payment  of 
fifty-four  weeks’  salaries  instead  of  fifty-two  from  the  appro¬ 
priation  for  this  year.  But  for  these  two  items,  the  Boston 
Almshouse  and  Hospital  would  have  come  well  within  its 
appropriation,  as  has  been  the  case  with  the  other  divisions 
of  this  department,  with  the  exception  of  the  steamer 
“John  Howard,”  where  also  there  was  a  deficit  because  of 
the  high  price  of  coal.* 

An  additional  reason  for  the  increased  expense  of  main¬ 
taining  the  Boston  Almshouse  and  Hospital  is  to  be  found 
in  the  application  of  the  eight-hour  law,  by  which  employees

During  these  years  two  additional  buildings,  two  new  boilers,  and  one 
new  dynamo  have  been  added  to  the  plant,  and  the  amount  of  steam 
heat  furnished  to  the  former  buildings  has  been  increased. 

During  the  past  year  5,443.34  tons  of  soft  coal  have  been  purchased  at 
a  total  cost  of  $34,181.85,  the  average  price  per  ton  being  $6.28.  Of  this 
amount  $28,586.85  has  been  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  the  year 
ending  January  31,  1904.

are  relieved  from  duty  after  eight  hours  of  service.  This 
change  necessitates  the  employment  of  three  shifts  of  en¬ 
gineers  and  firemen  in  the  engineering  department,  and 
shortens  the  hours  of  labor  of  all  mechanics  employed  on 
the  island. 

The  increasingly  feeble  character  of  the  population  also 
renders  the  employment  of  a  larger  number  of  officers  a 
necessity  even  at  greater  cost  to  the  institution,  and  is  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  contained  in  the  first 
report  of  the  Trustees,  who  early  recognized  the  need  of 
more  paid  assistance  at  Long  Island. 

The  general  per  capita  cost  per  week  at  the  Long  Island 
institution  is  $3.68  ;  for  the  almshouse  population  the  per 
capita  expense  is  $2.82  per  week,  and  for  the  hospital  popu¬ 
lation  $5.96.  At  the  Charlestown  Almshouse  the  per  capita 
cost  is  $3.07. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  hospital  is  becoming 
more  and  more  a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  the  chronic 
sick  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  that  there  is  no  reason  why 
the  requirements  of  the  hospital  should  not  be  met  in  the 
same  liberal  spirit  which  has  always  been  manifested  towards 
the  City  Hospital,  from  which  the  Long  Island  institution 
receives  many  cases.  It  is  no  longer  accepted  as  a  tenable 
proposition  that  “  an  almshouse  hospital  is  good  enough  for 
the  people  for  whom  it  is  intended.”  An  almshouse  hospital 
should  be  as  good  as  any  other  hospital,  and  the  sick  who 
seek  its  shelter  should  receive  as  good  care  as  those  suffering 
from  acute  illness. 

To  maintain  a  hospital  of  the  size  of  the  one  at  Long  Island 
requires  a  large  corps  of  nurses  and  physicians,  and  too  much 
credit  can-  scarcely  be  given  to  the  interest  continually  mani¬ 
fested  by  the  visiting  staff  of  physicians,  who  have  done  much 
to  raise  the  standard  of  the  hospital  and  to  insure  the  welfare 
of  its  patients. 

The  training  school  for  nurses  has  been  made  a  subject  of 
adverse  criticism  during  the  year  by  the  Committee  on  Investi¬ 
gation.  There  is  probably  no  portion  of  the  work  done  at 
Long  Island  which  redounds  so  greatly  to  the  credit  of  the 
institution  or  does  more  to  raise  its  standard  of  usefulness. 
The  work  of  a  training  school  is  progressive  and  full  of  inter¬ 
est.  Where  nurses  are  employed,  and  no  training  school  is 
maintained,  it  is  difficult  to  insure  the  same  degree  of  interest 
and  to  secure  the  best  class  of  work.  It  is  certainly  an  incen¬ 
tive  for  any  nurse  who  is  a  graduate  of  the  Long  Island 
Hospital  to  become  eventually  one  of  the  head  nurses,  and 
thus  fill  a  responsible  position  in  the  school  in  which  she  was 
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trained.  Much  pleasant  testimony  is  borne  by  the  patients 
to  the  care  and  fidelity  of  the  nurses,  and  while,  of  course, 
all  cannot  attain  the  same  degree  of  proficiency,  it  is  reason¬ 
able  to  admit  that  the  standard  of  the  school,  as  a  whole,  has 
perceptibly  improved,  and  is  still  improving,  with  every  year 
of  its  continuance. 

The  greatest  needs  of  the  institution  are,  as  have  already 
been  stated,  an  increased  hospital  accommodation  and  an 
adequate  mortuary.  There  are  other  requirements  which 
should  be  set  forth,  and  some  of  these  have  already  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  city  government.  A  central 
kitchen  should  be  provided,  in  which  cooking  for  all  the 
institution  could  be  done.  It  is  wasteful  both  of  labor  and 
material  to  maintain  three  kitchens,  as  is  now  the  case,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  additional  buildings  have  from  time  to 
time  been  added  where  cooking  is  required.  It  would  be  more 
economical  and  more  satisfactory  to  provide  a  central  kitchen 
with  connecting  corridors  to  the  different  buildings,  through 
which  food  could  be  carried.  The  danger  from  fire  could 
probably  thus  be  lessened. 

The  construction  of  a  front  wharf  is  also  a  necessity. 
Plans  for  such  a  structure  have  been  in  existence  since  1886, 
but  have  never  been  carried  out,  owing  to  lack  of  funds. 
In  the  exposed  situation  of  the  Long  Island  institution  it  is 
necessary  that  landings  should  be  made  with  the  greatest 
ease  possible,  and  the  proposed  plans  provide  for  a  triangular 
wharf,  which  would  facilitate  landing  in  all  weathers. 

Another  urgent  need  is  that  the  administration  building 
should  be  increased  in  size.  It  is  to  the  credit  of  the  institu¬ 
tion  that  it  has  for  so  long  accommodated  its  office  force 
and  carried  on  its  business  in  a  house  intended  originally  for 
the  use  of  the  Superintendent,  and  not  in  any  sense  as  the 
office  of  a  large  institution.  In  connection  with  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  this  building,  it  is  proposed  to  afford  suitable  waiting 
rooms  for  friends  who  come  to  visit  patients,  and  who  are 
now  obliged  to  wait  in  the  corridor  of  the  hospital.  It  is 
time  that  adequate  office  accommodations  were  provided. 
A  receiving-room  for  the  hospital  is  also  an  absolute 
necessit}^.  There  is  at  present  no  room  where  patients  can 
be  received  on  their  arrival,  and  therefore  they  must  be 
taken  at  once  to  the  general  wards,  a  practice  which  from 
every  standpoint  is  undesirable. 

The  construction  of  a  tie-up  for  cattle  has  been  delayed 
for  a  number  of  years  for  lack  of  sufficient  appropriation 
(now  granted)  to  build  such  a  tie-up  as  is  necessary.  This 
also  is  a  matter  which  should  receive  immediate  attention,  as 
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the  safety  of  the  herd  is  of  importance  to  the  inmates  of  the 
institution,  and  the  cattle  are  not  properly  housed  at  the 
present  time. 

It  would  seem  that  in  all  these  matters  the  policy  of  the 
city  should  be  a  liberal  one,  to  enable  the  department  to 
carry  on  its  work  with  efficiency,  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
be  a  credit  to  the  city  which  it  represents. 

Dormitory  for  Women ,  Long  Island.  —  It  is  necessary 
to  devote  a  little  space  to  the  consideration  of  the  special 
needs  of  this  building.  No  structural  changes  have  been 
made  in  it  since  the  present  Board  of  Trustees  have  been  in 
charge.  Its  dining-room  facilities  are  entirely  inadequate 
for  the  number  of  people  occupying  it,  and  tables  are  set 
three  times  for  every  meal,  to  accommodate  the  women  who 
must  eat  in  the  small  room  provided  for  the  purpose.  A 
larger  dining-room  is  a  necessity,  and  in  connection  with  it 
there  should  be  an  upstairs  sewing-room,  as  the  women  are 
now  obliged  to  use  the  basement  for  this  purpose.  Addi¬ 
tional  sleeping-rooms  for  the  matrons  and  laundresses  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  building  are  also  needed. 

Recreation  Room  for  Men.  —  In  the  exposed  situation  ot 
the  almshouse,  it  is  necessary  that  men  should  have  a  place 
indoors  where  they  can  sit  and  smoke,  and  the  basement 
cellar  which  has  been  used  for  this  purpose  is  unfit  for  it, 
and  should  be  abandoned.  Last  year  the  sum  of  $2,500  was 
requested  for  a  separate  room  to  be  used  by  the  men.  A 
very  simple  structure  was  contemplated,  and  for  the  amount 
it  would  cost  a  large  degree  of  comfort  could  be  secured  for 
those  who  are  now  obliged  to  sit  in  an  underground  and 
damp  room. 

Almshouse  at  Charlestown  for  Women  and  Aged  Couples. 
—  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  no  great  changes  are  needed 
in  this  small  almshouse.  The  number  of  inmates  varies  from 
95  to  110,  and  the  building  has  more  the  appearance  of  an  old 
women’s  home  than  a  public  institution.  Only  one  radical 
change  is  suggested,  and  has  been  favorably  acted  upon  by  the 
Trustees.  During  all  the  years  it  has  been  in  our  charge,  this 
building  has  been  lighted  by  gas.  Every  precaution  has  been 
taken  to  inclose  the  gas  jets  in  wire  cages,  and  thus  protect  the 
inmates  from  danger  of  fire.  It  now  seems  to  the  Trustees' 
that  it  would  be  wiser  to  install  electric  lights,  and  a  recom¬ 
mendation  to  that  effect  has  been  adopted  by  the  Board,  and 
estimates  for  the  work  have  been  requested.  This  change, 
when  made,  will  obviate  some  of  the  dangers  arising  from  the 
present  system  of  using  gas,  and  it  would  seem,  in  view  of 
the  feeble  condition  of  many  of  the  inmates,  that  no  possible

precaution  should  be  neglected.  Up  to  the  present  time, 
some  of  the  smaller  rooms  have  been  lighted  only  by  means 
of  gas  in  the  corridors. 

In  closing,  the  Trustees  would  respectfully  ask  you  to 
present  to  the  City  Council  the  needs  of  the  department  as 
already  stated,  and  to  indorse  the  policy  which  should  look 
beyond  the  immediate  present  in  providing  for  the  dependent 
poor. 

If  the  city  intends,  as  has  been  its  custom  in  the  past,  to 
make  suitable  provision  for  this  purpose,  it  would  seem  the 
part  of  wisdom  to  construct  buildings  adequate  not  only  for 
present  time,  but  for  the  near  future.  Much  expense  could 
thus  be  saved,  and  the  result  would  be  more  satisfactory 
to  those  who  have  the  institutions  in  charge,  and  also  to 
the  citizens  of  Boston,  who  are  responsible  for  their  mainte¬ 
nance.  A  list  of  the  permanent  improvements  desired  is 
appended.

Increased  Hospital  Accommodation.  —  Two  pavilions,  two 
stories  high,  containing  two  wards  each,  are  contemplated, 
and  this  request  is  made  for  the  third  time.  The  need  is 
urgent  in  .order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  hospital 
population. 

Central  Kitchen  and  Domestic  Building  (including  dining¬ 
rooms  for  officers  and  a  refrigerating  plant). 

Dining-room  and  Seiving-room  for  Women ,  and  sleeping- 
rooms  for  matrons  and  laundresses  employed  in  Womens 
Building. 

Sturtevant  blower  system  for  dormitory. 

Third  Section  of  Power-house  (never  constructed  on  account 
of  lack  of  funds,  and  intended  to  contain  coal-bunkers  below, 
and  greatly  needed  rooms  to  adjoin  the  laundry  on  the  upper 
floor  for  the  ironing  and  sorting  of  clothes). 

Admini  strati  on  Building  (including  receiving-room  for 
patients  and  reception-room  for  their  friends). 

Recreation-room  for  Men. 

New  Wharf ,  in  accordance  with  plans  prepared  by  the 
Engineering  Department  of  the  city  (to  include  two  drops 
and  a  wharf-house). 

New  Lavatory  for  Wards  A  and  B  (to  replace  one  which 
is  inadequate  and  poorly  located). 

Crematory  for  the  destruction  of  dressings,  sputum  cups, 
and  hospital  refuse.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
THE  BOSTON  ALMSHOUSE  AND  HOSPITAL,  LONG 
ISLAND. 


Long  Island,  Boston  Harbor,  January  31,  1904. 
To  the  Pauper  Institutions  Trustees : 

The  report  of  the  Almshouse  and  Hospital  at  Long  Island 
for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1901,  is  respectfully  sub¬ 
mitted. 

During  the  j-ear  there  have  been  847  admissions  to  our 
institution.  Six  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  these,  or  77.2  per 
cent.,  went  directly  to  the  hospital.  There  were  thirteen 
births,  making  a  total  of  667  hospital  cases,  or  78.7  per  cent, 
of  the  total  admissions. 

The  early  fall  saw  the  completion  of  the  coal-shed  and  the 
reconstruction  of  the  easterly  wharf.  The  coal-shed  affords 
a  protection  for  our  coal  against  the  elements,  and,  because 
of  the  shelter,  makes  possible  the  easy  transfer  of  coal  from 
wharf  to  wagon  without  loss. 

The  steam  pipe  line  from  our  power-house  to  the  pump¬ 
house  of  the  salt  water  fire  service  is  laid  in  an  iron  pipe 
conduit,  the  joints  of  which  are  not  tight.  Much  ground 
water  enters  the  conduit,  and  the  energy  wasted  in  convert¬ 
ing  this  water  to  steam  is  a  considerable  waste.  This  con¬ 
duit  should  be  relaid  and  made  tight.  Steam  is  kept  on  this 
line  constantly,  because  of  possible  emergency  call  in  case  of 
fire.  The  waste  can  be  measured  by  many  tons  of  coal  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  A  new  engine  and  dynamo  have  been  added 
to  the  power-house  equipment,  and  furnish  power  sufficient 
to  fill  the  wants  of  our  institution.  The  heater  in  the 
pump-room  of  the  power-house,  designed  to  heat  the  return 
before  entering  the  boilers,  has  never  been  piped  satisfac¬ 
torily  and  needs  attention.  This  will  render  possible  the 
attainment  of  a  higher  temperature  for  the  returns  before 
entering  the  boilers,  and  will  be  a  saving  in  coal.  The  arch 
plates  of  our  boilers  burn  out  frequently,  about  three  sets  a 
year.  I  would  suggest  that  water  arches  of  some  approved 
pattern  be  installed.  These  would  last  longer,  and  the 
water  circulating  through  these  arches  would  return  to  the 
boiler  nearer  the  boiling  point.  This  would  be  a  saving  in 
coal. 
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The  power-house  should  be  completed.  This  would  give 
storage  in  a  competent  building  for  400  to  500  tons  of  coal, 
and  upstairs  would  make  our  laundry  space  sufficient  to 
receive  our  ironing-room,  which  now  is  located  in  the  base¬ 
ment  of  the  Women’s  Building.  Platform  scales  should  be 
installed  in  the  boiler-room,  that  thereby  we  may  know  how 
much  coal  —  actual  weight  —  is  burned  on  each  watch. 
Much  of  the  laundry  machinery  is  old  and  wearing  out,  and 
must  be  replaced  as  is  necessary.  The  power  for  our  laundry 
is  derived  from  an  upright  engine  of  a  type  which  is  not  eco¬ 
nomical ;  were  this  replaced  by  a  motor,  a  saving  of  from  10 
per  cent,  to  15  per  cent,  could  be  shown. 

The  embankment  in  the  rear  of  the  Women’s  Building  is 
slowly  but  surely  wearing  away.  Some  type  of  retaining 
wall  will  be  necessary  to  maintain  the  integrity  of  this  build¬ 
ing.  The  present  heating  system  of  this  building  is  inade¬ 
quate.  More  pipe  surface  should  be  installed.  An  indirect 
system  —  a  blower  system  —  would  assist  greatly  in  the 
heating.  The  dining-room  is  too  small.  Provision  should 
be  made,  by  addition  to  this  room,  to  serve  all  at  one  sitting. 
A  sewing-room  is  needed,  that  we  may  move  from  the  base¬ 
ment,  which  is  so  dark  and  unattractive. 

The  smoking-room  in  the  Men’s  Building  is  damp  and 
unhealthy.  It  is  not  practicable  to  move  this  room  to  any 
other  part  of  the  building.  New  quarters  should  be  erected. 
The  lavatories  at  the  end  of  the  wards  are  inadequate  and 
are  poorly  arranged. 

During  the  year  403  rods  of  wire  fence  were  built,  sepa¬ 
rating  the  farm  from  the  pasture,  and  twenty-five  rods  of  new 
road  were  built,  extending  from  the  main  road  toward  the 
cow-barn  in  the  pasture. 

Scarcity  of  help  on  our  farm  is  too  apparent,  and  proper 
conditions  for  growing  crops  cannot  be  at  all  times  obtained. 
More  help  is  needed  during  the  summer,  when  the  land  and 
crops  need  attention. 

Some  provision  should  be  made  to  improve  the  condition 
of  our  vegetable  cellar.  It  is  damp  and  cold.  Farm  products 
will  not  keep  here  for  any  length  of  time.  Drainage  should 
be  adequate  and  permanent,  and  a  floor  of  cement  or  pave¬ 
ment  be  laid. 

There  is  no  room  in  the  barn  where  our  harnesses  may 
receive  proper  attention.  Harnesses  are  used  in  all  kinds  of 
weather,  and  many  times  come  in  thoroughly  wet.  A  room 
properly  heated  would  afford  means  of  drying  harnesses,  and 
they  would  wear  longer  because  of  proper  care.  Our  animals 
would  be  in  better  condition  because  of  harnesses  properly 
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dried  and  oiled.  Means  for  providing  hot  water  in  our  barn 
at  all  times  is  necessary. 

Our  herd  is  in  good  condition,  but  too  small  to  supply  the 
wants  of  our  institution.  The  erection  of  a  new  tie-up  will 
furnish  room  for  a  larger  herd. 

Plans  for  a  mortuary  building  have  been  prepared.  This 
should  be  erected  at  once. 

The  westerly  wharf  should  be  reconstructed.  The  frontage 
should  be  increased  and  a  small  wharf-house  erected  for 
storage  of  freight.  A  channel  should  be  dredged  to  give 
more  depth  at  the  wharf  at  low  water. 

Telephones  should  be  installed  at  both  wharves,  connect¬ 
ing  all  parts  of  the  institution. 

A  Domestic  Building  should  be  erected.  This  building 
should  contain  stores,  a  central  kitchen,  and  dining-rooms  for 
all  officers. 

There  have  been  1,200  cases  treated  in  the  hospital  during 
the  year ;  253  of  these  were  hospital  patients  January  31, 

1903,  13  were  born  during  the  year,  654  were  admitted  from 
Boston,  and  279  were  admitted  from  the  Men’s  and  Women’s 
Buildings.  There  have  been  232  deaths  during  the  year. 

The  resident  medical  staff  consists  of  a  first  medical  officer, 
who  is  in  charge  of  the  hospital,  four  house  officers,  and  one 
special  house  officer. 

The  “Out-Patient”  departments  have  grown  considerably 
during  the  year,  and  they  form  no  small  part  of  the  work  of 
the  doctors  and  the  nurses.  Four  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  thirty-nine  cases  have  received  treatment  as  out-patients 
during  the  year,  and,  in  addition,  8,203  minor  surgical  dress¬ 
ings  have  been  done  in  this  department. 

Telephones  should  be  installed  in  the  hospital,  connecting 
all  wards  and  doctors’  quarters.  This  would  bring  doctors 
nearer  their  patients  in  case  of  emergency  calls,  and  would 
afford  means  for  easier  and  more  prompt  communication 
with  those  in  the  cit}r  who  inquire  for  friends. 

I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  number  of  consumptive 
patients  in  our  hospital.  Eighty-two  remained  January  31, 

1904,  an  excess  of  12  over  last  year.  Our  Consumptive 
Hospital  will  accommodate  51.  We  are  forced  to  put  the 
remainder  in  wards  of  the  hospital  with  other  cases,  and  we 
cannot  isolate  them.  Some  provision  should  be  made  to 
properly  isolate  these  cases. 

Many  kind  friends  have  sent  books  and  papers  for  use  in 
our  institution.  They  are  gratefully  received. 

Many  thanks  should  be  given  our  chaplains,  who  have 
labored  so  faithfully  among  the  sick  of  the  institution. 
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To  the  officers,  whose  untiring  efforts  have  ever  been  for 
the  welfare  of  the  institution  and  the  city’s  good,  I  am  deeply 
grateful. 

I  wish,  in  ciosing,  to  thank  you  for  the  honor  you  have 
conferred  upon  me  and  for  your  constant  support.

ALMSHOUSE  FOR  WOMEN  AND  AOED 
COUPLES,  CHARLESTOWN.

To  the  Pauper  Institutions  Trustees : 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  for  the  Alms¬ 
house  for  Women  and  Aged  Couples  for  the  year  ending 
January  31,  1904. 

The  population  has  remained  in  number  and  character 
about  the  same  as  the  preceding  year,  and  the  health  record 
has  been  remarkably  good.  A  contented  and  orderly  atmos¬ 
phere  has  prevailed. 

The  institution  has  been  improved  in  a  number  of  sub¬ 
stantial  ways.  My  last  year’s  recommendation  for  the 
removal  of  all  straw  beds  has  been  fulfilled,  and  the  comfort 
of  the  old  people  has  been  greatly  increased  by  the  excellent 
springs  and  hair  mattresses.  The  enlarging  and  renovating 
of  the  women’s  dormitory  on  the  upper  floor  makes  a  fine 
airy  room,  and  a  good  fence  has  been  built  around  the  garden 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street. 

I  have,  as  in  all  the  years,  most  cordially  to  acknowledge 
the  kindly  ministrations  and  frequent  presence  of  the  clergy 
of  St.  Francis  de  Sales’  Church,  and  the  interest  of  many  kind 
friends  expressing  itself  in  various  services  on  Sundays  and 
in  many  pleasant  evenings  given  to  our  old  people. 

'  The  efficient  and  loyal  co-operation  of  my  excellent  officers 
have  been  of  the  greatest  benefit  and  help  to  the  institution 
and  to  me. 

I  wish  to  most  gratefully  acknowledge  the  kindness  and 
support  of  the  Board.

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REPORT  OF  THE  VISITING  MEDICAL  STAFF  OF  THE 

LONG  ISLAND  HOSPITAL. 


Boston,  January  31,  1904. 

To  the  Pauper  Institutions  Trustees: 

The  medical  work  of  the  Long  Island  institution  has  pro¬ 
gressed  satisfactorily  during  the  past  year.  We  are  justified 
in  saying  that. the  hospital  is  affording  the  best  medical  and 
surgical  care  to  the  patients,  many  of  whom  are  suffering 
from  diseases  of  distressing  character,  which  demand  most 
painstaking  nursing  and  attention.  This,  we  believe,  has 
been  given  in  increasing  measure  by  those  in  immediate  attend¬ 
ance  upon  the  sick.  As  the  medical  work  of  the  institution 
has  widened,  and  the  needs  of  the  inmates  been  more 
completely  investigated,  it  has  become  increasingly  evident 
that  no  real  line  of  distinction  is  to  be  drawn  between  the 
so-called  Almshouse  and  Hospital  Departments.  The  insti¬ 
tution  as  a  whole,  because  of  the  infirm  character  of  its 
inmates,  is  gradually  and  inevitably  assuming  the  general 
character  of  a  hospital,  rather  than  of  an  almshouse  and  hos¬ 
pital  combined.  During  the  period  in  which  a  visiting 
medical  staff  has  been  connected  with  the  institution,  it  has 
been  evident  that  there  has  been  a  steady  improvement  in 
the  conditions  surrounding  the  inmates,  due  not  so  much  to 
the  existence  of  a  staff  of  visiting  physicians  as  to  the 
increasing  recognition  on  the  part  of  the  public  of  the  fact 
that  the  hospital  system  best  meets  the  needs  of  the  class  of 
persons  resident  at  the  institution.  It  is  an  erroneous  idea 
to  suppose  that  the  old  and  decrepit,  and  those  suffering  from 
chronic  disease  in  its  various  forms,  do  not  require  medical 
attendance.  In  general,  it  may  be  said  that  each  year  has 
seen  an  increasing  attention  to  the  needs  of  all  inmates 
regarded  as  patients  under  medical  supervision,  with  a  result 
which  permits  the  statement  that  at  present  these  persons  are 
receiving  as  good  care  as  could  be  provided  at  any  hospital, 
of  whatever  scope  or  character. 

W e  beg  to  call  attention  to  several  matters  in  detail,  some 
of  which  have  been  mentioned  in  previous  reports. 

The  boat  service,  to  which  we  have  had  occasion  tojillude 
from  time  to  time,  has  been  decidedly  improved  by  the  addi- 
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tion  of  several  regular  trips,  so  that  now  the  service  is  practi¬ 
cally  a  daily  one.  The  disadvantages  of  the  location  of  the 
hospital  on  an  island  are  thereby  in  part  obviated.  Still 
more  frequent  regular  trips  between  the  city  and  Long  Island 
are,  however,  desirable. 

We  have  for  a  number  of  years  urged  the  imperative  need 
of  an  adequate  pathological  building.  This  is  now  rendered 
possible  by  an  appropriation  by  the  city  government  of 
$10,000.  The  many  disadvantages  of  the  present  arrangement 
are  manifestly  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  institution. 
This  has  been  generally  recognized,  and  we  therefore  take 
this  opportunity  to  express  the  hope  that  the  construction  of 
a  suitable  building  may  soon  be  completed  tfor  the  proper  care 
of  the  dead  and  for  necessary  laboratory  study  in  connection 
with  the  general  hospital  work.  A  further  need  is  a  proper 
“  receiving  ward”  for  the  patients  newly  admitted.  It  is  for 
obvious  reasons  unadvisable  to  admit  at  once  to  the  general 
wards  patients  whose  diseases  have  not  previously  been  defi¬ 
nitely  determined.  If  such  a  “  receiving  ward  ”  were  pro¬ 
vided  it  would  reduce  to  a  minimum  the  danger  of  introduc¬ 
ing  contagious  diseases  into  the  hospital,  to  the  possible  detri¬ 
ment  of  other  patients,  and  would  also  permit  a  proper  pre¬ 
liminary  classification.  W e  respectfully  request  that  you  give 
this  important  matter  your  consideration. 

The  installation  of  an  X-ray  machine  should  no  be  longer 
delayed.  Experience  has  shown  that  the  X-rays  are  not  only 
of  value  in  determining  the  nature  of  certain  disease-processes, 
but  are  also  of  great  service  in  the  treatment  of  various 
stubborn  and  dangerous  affections,  of  which  there  are  many 
examples  at  this  institution.  The  patients  should  not  longer 
be  deprived  of  this  generally  recognized  means  of  alleviation. 
Cases  of  necessity  now  remain  untreated  wdiich  would  doubt¬ 
less  be  benefited  by  properly  regulated  X-ray  applications. 

We  are  again  obliged  to  speak  of  the  large  number  of  cases 
of  tuberculosis  which  the  hospital  is  called  upon  to  care  for. 
The  special  hospital  for  tuberculosis  has  long  been  filled  to 
its  utmost  capacity,  and  the  overflow  has,  of  necessity,  been 
taken  into  the  general  wards.  This  is  altogether  to  be 
deplored,  and  cannot  go  on  without  serious  menace  to  non- 
tuberculous  patients.  Such  an  admixture  of  tuberculous  and 
non-tube rculous  persons  is  wholly  contrary  to  modern  princi¬ 
ples  of  prevention  and  treatment,  and  should  not  longer  be 
tolerated.  The  tuberculosis  hospital  was  built  to  avoid  this 
very  contingency.  We  repeat,  therefore,  our  previous  recom¬ 
mendation  :  either  that  a  limit  be  placed  upon  the  number 
of  tuberculosis  patients  sent  to  the  hospital,  or  else  that 
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immediate  measures  be  taken  to  increase  the  accommodations 
for  separate  care. 

The  need  of  increased  hospital  facilities  is  further  empha¬ 
sized  by  the  impossibility  of  properly  classifying  and  isolating 
cases  of  venereal  disease  with  the  space  now  at  command. 
This  type  of  disease,  in  certain  stages,  is  highly  contagious, 
and  it  is  altogether  desirable  that  separate  provision  should 
be  made  for  the  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  it  in  its 
various  forms.  This  cannot  be  done  in  the  present  over¬ 
crowded  condition  of  the  wards. 

The  following  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  Visiting 
Medical  Staff :  Dr.  Edward  H.  Bradford  has  been  appointed 
visiting  orthopedic  surgeon ;  Dr.  A.  S.  Hartwell,  assistant 
visiting  surgeon.  Dr.  Howard  B.  Jackson  has  been 
appointed  first  medical  officer  of  the  Long  Island  Hospital. 

Dr.  Frank  Richardson  was  appointed  during  the  past  year 
to  give  special  attention  to  joint  diseases,  with  the  hope  that 
by  careful  observation  of  this  type  of  disease,  which  forms  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  hospital  cases,  some  alleviation  or 
possibly  cure  may  be  found  for  these  stubborn  and  often 
exceedingly  painful  affections.  The  house  staff,  as  hereto¬ 
fore,  consists  of  four  house  officers  and,  in  addition,  a  special 
house  officer  under  the  supervision  of  the  first  medical 
officer.

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REPORT  OF  THE  VISITING  PHYSICIAN  OF  THE  BOS¬ 
TON  ALMSHOUSE  FOR  WOMEN  AND  AGED 
COUPLES,  CHARLESTOWN. 


Charlestown,  Mass.,  January  31,  1904. 

Sarah  G-.  Weeden ,  Superintendent ,  Almshouse  for  Women  and 
Aged  Couples,  Charlestoivn : 

I  respectfully  submit  to  you  my  report  as  visiting  physi¬ 
cian  of  the  Almshouse  for  Women  and  Aged  Couples  for  the 
year  ending  January  31,  1904. 

The  records  show  a  large  number  of  cases,  the  vast  major¬ 
ity  of  which  were  treated  at  the  dispensary.  The  strictly 
clinical  cases  were  transferred,  as  far  as  was  judicious,  to  the 
hospital  at  Long  Island,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the 
advantages  of  hospital  care.  Two  deaths  are  recorded  for 
the  year,  one  death  due  to  chronic  endocarditis,  involving  the 
aortic  valves,  the  second  due  to  oedema  of  the  lungs  follow¬ 
ing  chronic  myocarditis;  the  first  patient  was  a  man,  aged  71 
years;  the  second  a  woman,  aged  78  years. 

The  rule  impressed  on  the  inmates  that  each  and  every 
ailment,  no  matter  how  trivial,  must  at  once  be  reported  to 
the  matron  of  the  medical  department,  and  the  close  obser¬ 
vation  of  the  ability  of  the  inmates  to  eat,  work,  and  move 
about,  makes  it  almost  impossible  for  any  inmate  to  be 
without  necessary  medical  treatment. 

In  the  examination  of  new  inmates  there  has  been  added 
to  the  required  examination  a  routine  examination  of  the 
urine.  It  is  done  to  discover  any  insidious  diseases  of  the 
urinary  tract,  or  the  possible  existence  of  diabetes  mellitus. 
Records  of  serious  cases  have  added  to  them  carefully  kept 
charts  of  temperature,  pulse,  and  respiration. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  dispensary  supplies  many 
useful  drugs  and  preparations,  surgical  supplies,  and  labora¬ 
tory  articles,  which  make  an  outfit  expected  to  be  enough 
for  almost  any  emergency  that  may  arise. 

The  physician’s  visit  is  made  as  early  as  possible  in  the 
forenoon,  in  order  that  ample  time  may  be  had  for  the  trans¬ 
fer  of  any  necessary  case  to  the  Long  Island  Hospital. 

The  interest  and  encouragement  of  all  connected  with  the 
institution  in  caring  for  its  sick  are  greatly  appreciated.

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LONG  ISLAND  HOSPITAL  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR 

NURSES. 


This  Training  School  is  established  to  give  a  systematic 
two  years’  course'  of  training  and  practice  to  women  desirous 
of  becoming  professional  nurses. 

The  school  is  connected  with  the  Boston  Almshouse  and 
Hospital  on  Long  Island,  in  Boston  Harbor.  The  hospital 
buildings  are  modem  in  all  their  appointments,  and  contain 
two  hundred  and  seventy  beds. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Almshouse  and  Hospital  has 
the  general  supervision  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  school, 
and  application  for  admission  should  be  made  to  him.  The 
Superintendent  of  Nurses  has  the  immediate  charge  of  all 
the  nursing  in  the  hospital,  of  all  persons  employed  in  the 
wards,  and  also  is  responsible  for  the  instruction  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  pupils  in  the  Training  School. 

The  course  of  training  requires  two  years,  and  includes 
general  medical,  surgical,  maternity,  and  infant  nursing. 

A  fixed  course  of  instruction  is  given,  including  lectures 
and  demonstrations  on  practical  points  by  the  medical  and 
surgical  staff,  recitations  on  these  and  from  text-books,  but 
chiefly  the  daily  instruction  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Nurses  and  the  graduate  head-nurses,  and  the  accurate  daily 
drill  in  the  wards  and  operating-room. 

The  instruction  includes  the  general  care  of  the  sick,  the 
making  of  beds,  changing  bed  and  body  linen,  managing  of 
helpless  patients  in  bed,  etc. ;  bathing,  prevention  and  dress¬ 
ing  of  bed  sores  ;  the  making  and  applying  of  bandages, 
applying  of  fomentations  and  poultices  and  minor  dressings, 
cupping,  the  administration  of  enemas,  and  use  of  the  female 
catheter.  The  pupils  are  also  given  lessons  in  massage. 
Maternity  nursing  is  taught  by  practice  in  the  confinement 
rooms,  which  includes  digital  examination  of  patients.  In¬ 
struction  is  also  given  the  pupils  how  to  act  in  the  various 
emergencies  which  arise  in  childbed.  Pupils  are  taught  how 
to  cook  and  serve  food  for  the  sick  in  a  proper  manner,  the 
feeding  of  helpless  patients,  and  the  feeding  and  preparation 
of  food  for  infants. 

Instruction  is  also  given  in  the  best  practical  methods  of 
supplying  fresh  air,  of  warming  and  ventilating  sick-rooms  in 
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a  proper  manner,  and  the  way  to  take  care  of  sick-rooms  for 
the  best  good  and  comfort  of  the  patient;  in  keeping  all 
utensils  and  appliances  perfectly  clean  and  disinfected ;  in 
making  accurate  observations  of  the  pulse,  temperature,  res¬ 
piration,  expectorations,  the  secretions  and  state  of  the  skin  ; 
of  mental  conditions  as  to  delirium,  dementia,  etc. ;  of  the 
condition  as  to  sleep,  appetite,  effects  of  diet  or  of  stimulants 
and  medicines,  and  in  the  managing  of  cases  of  senility  and 
senile  dementia.  Pupils  are  taught  the  administering  of 
medicines  and  the  application  of  external  remedies  ;  how  to 
take  notes  on  cases,  the  making  up  of  a  nurse’s  record,  and 
the  reports  to  the  attending  physician. 

Candidates  will  be  received  between  the  ages  of  twenty- 
one  and  thirty  years.  They  must  be  of  sound  health.  They 
should  send  a  brief  personal  history,  and  give  the  names  and 
addresses  of  responsible  persons,  not  of  their  own  kin,  who 
know  their  good  character  and  ,  capabilities.  Upon  the 
approved  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent  they  will 
be  received  for  four  months  on  probation. 

At  the  end  of  the  four  months,  candidates,  if  considered 
satisfactory  to  the  authorities  in  charge  of  the  hospital,  are 
permitted  to  join  the  school  upon  signing  an  agreement  to 
complete  the  prescribed  course  of  two  years  and  to  conform 
to  all  rules. 

The  right  is  reserved  by  the  authorities  of  the  hospital  to 
terminate  at  any  time  the  connection  of  any  pupil  for  ineffi¬ 
ciency,  misconduct,  generally  unsatisfactory  record,  or  for  any 
other  reason  which  may  be  deemed  sufficient. 

While  the  education  and  training  which  are  afforded  are 
intended  to  be  a  full  equivalent  for  their  services,  there  is 
given  the  pupils,  toward  defraying  their  necessary  personal 
expenses,  ten  dollars  per  month  during  the  first  year  and 
twelve  dollars  per  month  for  the  second  year. 

If  pupils  successfully  fulfil  the  requirements  for  the  full 
term  of  two  years,  and  pass  the  necessary  examinations, 
they  will,  upon  the  termination  of  their  service,  receive 
the  diploma  of  the  hospital. 

There  are  no  fixed  dates  for  the  beginning  of  service,  but 
accepted  candidates  may  enter  whenever  vacancies  occur. 
Pupils  are  required  after  they  join  the  school  to  wear  the 
Training  School  uniform  and  regulation  shoes.

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RULES  FOR  ADMISSION  TO  THE  LONG  ISLAND 

HOSPITAL. 


Persons  eligible  to  care  in  the  hospital  at  Long  Island,  Boston 
Harbor,  are  as  follows  : 

1.  Any  person  who  has  a  legal  settlement  in  the  City  of 
Boston  and  stands  in  need  of  relief. 

2.  Any  such  person  who,  if  well,  could  be  supported  at  his 
home,  but  who,  being  ill,  needs  special  medical  or  surgical  care 
which  he  cannot  afford  to  provide. 

3.  Any  person  having  no  settlement  in  Boston  and  who  is 
too  ill  to  be  removed  to  the  city  or  town  of  settlement  (or  to  a 
State  institution,  if  without  a  settlement),  and  who  is  in  need 
of  immediate  relief. 

The  question  of  settlement  will  be  determined  by  the  Institu¬ 
tions  Registration  Department,  28  Court  square ;  office  hours,  9 
to  5  o’clock ;  on  Saturdays,  9  to  1  o’clock.  Any  person  able 
to  wralk  should  apply  at  that  office.  An  ambulance  and  carriage 
are  at  the  disposal  of  that  office,  and  will  be  sent  for  persons 
unable  to  walk  to  carry  them  to  the  boat. 

Cases  of  contagious  illness,  such  as  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria, 
etc.,  are  not  received  at  Long  Island,  but  should  be  referred  to 
the  City  Hospital.  Persons  in  the  last  stages  of  disease  should 
not  be  subjected  to  the  fatigue  and  exhaustion  of  the  journey  to 
Long  Island. 

In  the  case  of  a  person  wiio  does  not  speak  English  it  is  desir¬ 
able  that  he  should  be  accompanied  by  a  friend  who  can  interpret 
when  he  makes  his  application  at  28  Court  square. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  application  should  be  made  the  day 
before  it  is  intended  that  the  person  should  go  to  the  hospital,  or, 
if  an  emergency  case,  before  12  o’clock,  in  order  that  the  settle¬ 
ment  may  be  investigated,  and  the  ambulance  or  carriage  sent,  if 
necessary.  A  person  applying  at  this  office  too  late  for  admis¬ 
sion  on  the  same  day  will  be  sent  to  the  Wayfarers’  Lodge  (men), 
or  to  the  City  Temporary  Home  (women) . 

The  executive  force  of  the  hospital  at  Long  Island  consists  of 
a  first  Medical  Officer  and  four  House  Officers,  who  have  im¬ 
mediate  charge  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  and 
Resident  Physician  and  the  Visiting  Medical  Staff.  There  is  a 
Training  School  for  Nurses,  with  a  Superintendent  of  Nurses 
and  night  assistant,  seven  head  nurses  and  thirty-six  probationers 
or  pupil-nurses. 
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APPENDIX. 


Chapter  395  of  the  Acts  of  1897 ,  as  Amended  by  Chapter  f51 

of  the  Acts  of  1897 . 


An  Act  to  establish  separate  departments  of  the  city  of 

BOSTON  FOR  THE  CARE  OF  CHILDREN,  PAUPERS,  INSANE  PER¬ 
SONS  AND  CRIMINALS. 

Be  it  enacted ,  etc .,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  Children’s  Institutions  Department,  the  Pau¬ 
per  Institutions  Department,  the  Insane  Hospital  Department  and 
the  Institutions  Registration  Department,  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
are  hereby  created  as  departments  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  under 
the  charge  of  the  officers  herein  designated  therefor.  Said  offi¬ 
cers  shall  be  citizens  or  taxpayers  of  said  city,  and  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor  of  said  city  without  confirmation  by  the 
board  of  aldermen.  The  provisions  of  chapter  two  hundred 
and  sixty- six  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-five,  and  of  all  other  acts  relating  to  the  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  the  officers  or  employees  thereof, 
except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  shall  be  applicable  to  said 
departments  and  the  officers  and  employees  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  Each  of  said  departments,  except  the  Institutions 
Registration  Department,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  board  of 
seven  trustees,  at  least  two  of  whom  shall  always  be  women ; 
during  the  current  year  one  of  said  trustees  for  each  of  said 
departments  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  five  years,  two  for 
the  term  of  four  years,  one  for  the  term  of  three  years,  two  for 
the  term  of  two  years  and  one  for  the  term  of  one  year,  begin¬ 
ning  with  the  first  day  of  May  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-seven ;  and  hereafter  in  the  year  in  which  any  term  or 
terms  shall  expire  a  trustee  or  trustees  shall  be  appointed  for  the 
term  of  five  years,  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  May  in  the 
year  of  appointment ;  any  vacancy  occurring  among  said  trus¬ 
tees  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  a  trustee  as  aforesaid  for 
the  remainder  of  the  term.  Said  trustees  shall  serve  without 
compensation,  but  all  expenses  reasonably  incurred  by  them  in  the 
performance  of  their  duty  shall  be  paid  by  said  city  if  approved 
by  a  recorded  vote  of  the  board  of  which  the  trustee  incurring 
such  expense  is  a  member.  They  shall  organize  on  the  first 
Monday  of  May  in  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  by 
the  choice  of  a  chairman  who  shall  be  one  of  their  number,  and  of 
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a  secretary  who  may  or  may  not,  at  their  discretion,  be  one  of 
their  number.  No  such  trustee,  nor  any  person  in  the  employ 
of  any  of  said  trustees  or  departments,  shall  be  interested  in  a 
private  capacity,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  or  agree¬ 
ment  for  labor  or  for  articles  furnished  for  any  of  said  depart¬ 
ments. 

Sect.  3.  The  board  of  trustees  for  the  Children’s  Institutions 
Department  shall  be  known  as  the  trustees  for  children,  and  shall 
have,  exercise  and  perform  all  the  powers  and  duties  relating  to 
children,  or  to  any  institution  or  place  in  which  they  are  confined 
or  detained  or  cared  for,  including  the  House  of  Reformation,  now 
conferred  by  the  statutes  of  this  Commonwealth  upon  the  institu¬ 
tions  commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston,  except  as  to  children 
lawfully  committed  to  or  detained  in  institutions  established  for 
the  care  and  custody  of  the  adult  insane  paupers  and  criminals. 

Sect.  4.  The  board  of  trustees  for  the  Pauper  Institutions 
Department  shall  be  known  as  the  pauper  institutions  trustees, 
and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  section  three  of  this  act, 
shall  have,  exercise  and  perform  all  the  powers  and  duties  relat¬ 
ing  to  poor  and  indigent  persons,  or  to  any  institution  or  place 
in  wdiich  they  are  confined  or  detained  or  cared  for,  now  conferred 
by  the  statutes  of  this  Commonwealth  upon  the  institutions  com¬ 
missioner  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  5.  The  board  of  trustees  for  the  Insane  Hospital  Depart¬ 
ment  shall  be  known  as  the  insane  hospital  trustees,  and  shall 
have  the  general  care  and  control  of  the  Boston  lunatic  hospital 
established  by  the  City  of  Boston  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  thirty-nine,  and  all  other  hospitals  that  said  city  has 
established,  or  may  hereafter  establish,  for  the  care  or  treatment 
of  the  insane,  and  the  same  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Bos¬ 
ton  insane  hospital ;  and  said  trustees  shall  have  all  the  ,  powers 
relating  to  the  insane  and  to  the  institutions  in  which  they  are 
confined,  conferred  by  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  upon 
the  institutions  commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  6.  The  institutions  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  hereafter  be  styled  the  Penal  Institutions  Department,  and 
the  institutions  commissioner  shall  hereafter  be  styled  the  penal 
institutions  commissioner,  and  he  shall  continue  to  have,  exer¬ 
cise  and  perform  all  the  powers  and  duties  now  conferred  by 
the  statutes  of  this  Commonwealth  upon  the  institutions  com¬ 
missioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  not  conferred  by  this  act  upon 
any  other  officer  or  board  of  trustees.  The  penal  institutions 
commissioner  may,  with  the  approval  of  said  mayor,  appoint  one 
assistant. 

Sect.  7.  The  Institutions  Registration  Department  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  the  institutions  registrar,  who  shall  investi¬ 
gate  all  questions  relating  to  the  settlement  of  paupers,  to  the  com¬ 
mitment  of  the  insane,  or  to  the  agency  for  discharged  prisoners, 
or  to  any  rights,  duties  or  liabilities  connected  therewith,  and 
report  thereon  to  the  department  interested  therein ;  and  shall  per- 
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form  such  services  relating  to  the  accounts  and  to  the  collection, 
registration  and  tabulation  of  statistics  relating  to  said  depart- 
-  ments,  or  aiiy  of  them,  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  said  mayor 
or  by  the  officer  or  trustees  in  charge  of  any  of  said  departments, 
with  the  approval  of  said  mayor.  Said  registrar  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars,  or  such  other  salary  as 
may  be  fixed  by  ordinance. 

Sect.  8.  Said  mayor  shall  quarterly,  in  the  months  of  June, 
September,  December  and  March,  and  at  such  other  times  and  at 
such  places  as  he  shall  appoint,  hold  conferences,  at  which  may 
be  present  said  penal  institutions  commissioner,  said  institutions 
registrar,  two  members  of  each  of  the  aforesaid  boards  of  trus¬ 
tees,  to  be  selected  by  such  boards  severally,  and  two  members 
of  the  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor,  to  be  selected  by  such 
board,  to  consider  any  subjects  relating  to  the  work  of  said 
departments,  or  of  any  two  or  more  of  them,  or  to  the  co¬ 
ordination  of  such  work,  and  at  said  conferences  said  mayor 
shall  preside. 

Sect.  9.  The  City  of  Boston  may  take  and  hold  any  real 
or  personal  property  which  may  be  given,  granted,  bequeathed 
or  devised  to  and  accepted  by  it  for  the  benefit  of  any  one  or 
more  of  said  departments  or  of  the  persons  under  the  care  thereof. 
Such  property  or  the  income  thereof  shall  be  used,  applied  and 
disposed  of  according  to  the  lawful  directions  of  the  donor  thereof, 
by  the  officers  in  charge  of  such  department  or  departments. 

Sect.  10.  Any  officers  or  employees  of  the  Institutions 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  whose  tenure  of  office  or 
position  may  be  affected  by  this  act  or  the  carrying  out  thereof, 
may  be  appointed  to  similar  positions  in  said  city  at  any  time 
within  six  months  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  without  civil  service 
examination  or  enrolment. 

Sect.  11.  No  veteran  holding  an  office  in  the  Institutions 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  removed  or  suspended,  • 
or  shall,  without  his  consent,  be  transferred  from  such  office  or 
employment,  except  after  a  full  hearing  before  the  mayor,  and  at 
such  hearing  the  veteran  shall  have  the  right  to  be  present  and 
to  be  represented  by  counsel.  Such  removal,  suspension  or 
transfer  shall  be  made  only  upon  the  written  order  of  the  mayor.
